A
request for a hearing should be in writing and should specify, in as much detail as possible, the portion of
the Georgia Rules for Air Quality Control or the Federal Rules which the individual making the request is
concerned may not have been adequately incorporated. A public hearing may be held if the Director of
the EPD finds that such a hearing would assist the EPD in a proper review of the facility's ability to comply
with the Federal and State air quality regulations.
